FIRST OVERSEAS EXPEDITION 
ORDERED TO MOVE AT ONCE. 


Man who Led the United States Punitive Contingent into Mewico is Selected by the 
President to Carry the Stars and Stripes Against Germany — Other 
Contingents Expected to Follow Soon. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) ‘ — 


ASHINGTON, May 18.— President Wilson tonight ordered that a division of regular troops, 
W commanded by Maj.-Gen. John J. Pershing, be sent to France at the earliest practicable 


This is the answer of America to France's plea that the Stars and Stripes be carried to the 
fighting front without delay as concrete evidence that a powerful ally has come to her support 
against German aggression. 

Announcement of the order followed signing of the selective draft war army bill by the 
President and the issuing of a statement that, under advice of military experts on both sides of 
the water, the President said he could not employ volunteers nor avail himself of the “fine vigor 
and enthusiasm” of former President Roosevelt for the expedition. 

MILLIONS TO FOLLOW. 

The army law provided for an ultimate force of approximately 2,000,000 men to béck ip 
the first troops to go to the front. 

When the bill had been signed the President affixed his name to a proclamation calling upon 
all men in the country between the ages of 2! and 30, inclusive, to register themselves for mili- 
tary service June 5 next. The proclamation sets in motion immediately machinery that will en- 
roll and sift 10,000,000 men and pave the way for the selection of the first 500,000 young, ef- 
ficient soldiers without crippling the industries or commerce of the nation or bringing hardships 
on those at home. 

Even before the bill was signed the War Department announced that the full strength of the 
National Guard would be drafted into the United States Army beginning July 15 and concluding 
August 5. Orders to bring the regiments to full war strength inimediately accompanied the notifi- 
cation sent to all Governors. A minimum of 329,000 fighting men will be brought to the colors 
under those orders, supplementing the 293,000 regulars who will be under arms by June 15. 

It is from these forces that the first armies to join Gen. Pershing at the front will be drawn, 
to be followed within a few months by recurring waves from the selective draft of the armies.

The advisability of 
raising. approximately $400,000,000 
by bond issue for the purchase of 
ships was discussed and a tentative 
decision was reached to modify the 
second-class mail rate and auto- 
mobile and musical instrument tax 
sections of the measure. 

After threshing out its differ- 
ences, the committee returned to the 
House, sitting as committee of the 
whole and successfully resisted re- 
peated attempts to amend the 
retroactive income, excess profits, 
beverage and cigars and tobacco 
products sections of the bill. Pro- 
Visions upheld include a retroactive 
tax of one-third the amount of the 
income tax of every person assessed 
last year, a doubled excess profits 
tax, an increase on whisky from 
$1.10 to $2.20 a gallon and from 
$1.26 to $2.50 on beer as well as 4 
new soft-drink tax and a doubled 
tax on tobacco and snuff and many 
other tobacco products. 

RETROACTIVE TAXES. 

Tt is estimated that approximately

AMSTERDAM, May 18 (via Lon- 
don, 6:33 a.m.)—In the course of 
the budget debate in the Reichstag 
on Wednesday Deputy Vogthern, So- 
Clalist, attacked the government for 
questionable methods in propagating 
the war loan. He said that soldiers 
in the field had been forced to svb- 
scribe and that similar pressure had 
been exerted on co-operative 80- 
cleties, 

Herr Vogthern added that the se- 
curity of the investment and the 
rate of interest had been rendered 
doubtful by an article in the Tages 
Zeitung, which said: 

“Assurances by the government 
ean only be given in the expectation 
of a large war indemnity.” 

The deputy asked for an assur- 
ance that the interest would not be 
reduced. In reply the Finance Min- 
ister protested against Herr Vos 
thern's statements and agsured him 
that subscribers would be safeguard- 
ed. He expressed his conviction 
that the subscriptions of the soldiers 
were voluntary. 

Deputy Cohn, Socialist, said that 
all military writers had counted even 
before the war on a starvation cam- 
paign by Great Britain and that it 
was therefore hypocritical to act as 
if Germany Was surprised by these 
tactics. The President here called 
Deputy Cohn to order, ut the 
deputy continued: 

“Granted that England did pro- 
claim a war of starvation, right must 
remain right. Before the war I 
never imagined we should be driven 
to war by Germany's fault.”

The last annual report to be made 
by the City Tax Collector's office 
before its consolidation with the 
county office was practically com- 
pleted yesterday by Collector Con- 
rad. It shows the past year to have 
been the most prosperous in the his- 
tory of Los Angeles and indicates 
an income from taxes and licenses 
totalling well over $7,000,000. 

The total taxes collected were 
36. 140,477.95, and the total assess- 
ment was $6,415,115.94, indicating 
a delinquency of only $274,637.99. 
During ‘the previous year, which 
was also a record breaker, the taxes 
collected amounted to $5,866,309.19, 
with an assessment of $6,120,125.75. 
The delinquency was only $253,- 
816.56, or about $20,000 less than 
this year. However, this year there 
was more than $400,000 in excess 
of last year to be collected, so that 
the ratio of delinquency is far lower 
than in any previous season. 

There were noticeable increases in 
all lines of city income in addition 
to that shywn in the taxes. Re- 
ceipts from general licenses were 
$830,851.95; street lighting assess- 
ments, $100,936; dog licenses, 130. 
423; weed taxes, $5032.83: chauf: 
feurs’ licenses, $1201; kennel M- 
censes, $725: motor bus licenses, 
$480, and solicitors’ licenses, $162. 
The only one of these not showing 
a considerabie increase is in the 
weed taxes, where the ip previous 
showed a collection of about $500 
more than this year. - 

All delinquent property will be ad- 
vertised for sale on May 28, and 
the sale of this will be held, unless 
taxes are paid, about June 20. The 
collector's offices will remain open 
until about August 1, at which time 
they will be transferred to the Hall 
of Records, where the consolidated 
tax offices will be located. 

“It is pleasant to .point to the 
most prosperous year Los Angeles 
hes ever experienced,” said Mr. Con- 
rad.

DAUGHTER WINS 
ESTATE FIGHT. 


Gets All Property Left by an 
Arizona’s Judge’s Widow. 
Court Holds Charge of Undue 

Influence not Proved. 


Personal Questions Shut off 
when She Testifies. 


Unusual features marked the 
trial of the contest to break the will 
of Mra. Mary E. Street in the pro- 
bate court yesterday. In admitting 
the will to probate, Judge Rives said 
he had no doubt her daughter, Mrs. 
Julia Street Upton, influenced her 
mother in having the will changed, 
but whether it was undue influence 
was a question. He held that Mrs. 
Street was of sound mind and did 
what she wanted to do, which was 
to give her only daughter her es- 


He had no doubt the change in 
the will which gave Mrs. Upton the 
Phoenix property absolutely was 
due to her influence; that she left 
her mother in a huff and did not 
return until the change had been 
made. He was also convinced that 


the c was actuated by a moth- 
erly feel to safeguard her only 
daughter. 


Mrs. Street was the widow of 
Webster Street, former Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Ari- 
zona. She was afflicted with an 
incurable disease. Mrs. Upton re- 
sided in England with her hus- 
band and children. The evidence 
showed that Mr. Upton had lost 
most of his property and that Mrs. 
Upton was worried about her son, 
who was in the army. 

It was also in evidence that she 
often quarreled with her mother. 
Both were high-strung women. Mrs. 
Street, particularly, was courageous, 
and, according to Dr. Edward H. 
Williams, who was consulted about 
her wills, afraid of nothing. Mrs. 
Upton admitted they had words 
over her conduct; that she felt she 
was old enough to be accountable 
to no one. She admitted she left 
her mother when she found the 
Phoenix property was to be tied up 
for her during life, and that she 
came back after the will was 
changed, giving her the property ab- 
solutely. But she denied she had 
ever threatened her mother. 

Judge Rives held the evidence 
showed that Mrs. Upton had left her 
family in England to be with her 
mother, which was no slight sacri- 
fice. He put a stop to Attorney 
Bernard cross-examination, 
which led off with a personal ques- 
tion. This was whether or not Mrs. 
Upton on her arrival from England 
had not reached her mother’s apart- 
ments at 4 o'clock in the morning 
with a Russian dancer she had met 
at Vernon. The court promptly sus- 
tained the objection of Attorneys 
Shelton and Mordyke. Mrs. Upton 
stated, however, that two friends 
left her at the door, and there was 
nothing indiscreet in that. 

Mrs. Street executed three wills, 
In each of which she gave her prop- 
erty to her daughter, with a small 
bequest to her grandchildren, Web- 
ster and Deborah Street. The lat- 
ter attacked the latest will, which 
was offered for probate, on the 
ground that Mrs. Upton had unduly 
influenced her mother: that on Mrs. 
Streets deathbed the daughter 
threatened her. The evidence of Dr. 
Williams and former Judge George 
R. Davis was to the effect that Mrs. 
Street had a vigorous mind; that 
she was high strung and courageous 
and could not be influenced or in- 
timidated. 

She consulted me about her will, 
knowing exactly what she was go- 
ing to do; that was her way. My 
opinion was the same as her own,” 
testified Dr. Williams. 

The estate has a value of about 
$25,000. An appeal will be taken 
from the court's judgment.

The other luncheon guest was 
Ramsey Wallace, handsome actor, 
who regretted that actors are so 
seldom understood, insisting, more- 
over, that they are human beings 
just like you and me. Denying that 
acting is a soft job, he gave a fear- 
some diary of his average day's 
work; damned the wicked critics for

description by which they shall bind 
or have bound themselves to sell, 
dispose of or transport any article 
or commodity or any article of trade, 
use, merchandise, commerce or con- 
sumption below a common standard 
figure, or fixed value, or by which 
they shall agree to keep the price 
of such article at a fixed or gradu- 
ated figure, or by which they shall 
in any manner establish or settle the 
price of any article between them or 
themselves or others, so as to direct- 
ly or indirectly preclude free and 
unrestricted competition among 
themselves or any purchasers or con- 
sumers of any such article.”

A high official of the H. Jevne 
Company, who asked that his name 
he not used, said: “T am glad to 
hear that we are indicted: now the 
real facts will be brought out.

S. F. Moses, secretary of the U. 
. Baking Company. said: “I do not 
know of any combination to fix 
prices. We have no arrangement 
with other bakers regarding the 
price to be paid for bread.

We make a bread of a copyrighted 
name and I have always set both 
the wholesale and retail price. We 
were forced to advance the whole- 
sale price from & cents to 12 
cents a loaf, because flour that sold 
last year at $6 a barrel sells from 
$15 to $17 now. And on every in- 
voice of our flour contracts with the 
Fisher Flouring Mill Company is a 
contract forbidding the buyer from 
retailing flour for less than a cer- 
tain price, but under certain condi- 
tions it may be sold for more. Only 
in one or two cases have I had to 
threaten not to sell my customers 
bread, as they were the only ones 
who wanted to sell for less than 
15 cents a loaf, which we demanded 
they sell at. We couldn't allow these 
retailers to sell for leas, because we 
couldn't convince other merchants 
We were not selling to them cheaper. 
I think under the law I have a per- 
fect right to do this.” 

BRADFFORD COMPANY. 

„ R. Bradford, president of the 
Bradford Bread Company. dented 
that he is In a “bread combine.“ He 
said that he had never refused to 
sell to any retailer unless the bread 
was retailed at a certain price. 

I have a perfect right, however, 
to refuse to sell, unless my bread is 
retailed at a given price.“ he said. 
“Anyone making his oon bread has 
a right to say what it is to be re- 
tailed at. We are not in any come 
bine, however, and have never told 
any retailer what to sell our bread 
at. We don't care what the retailer 
does with it, just so we get our 
price.“ 

MILLER BAKING COMPANY. 


M. W. Miller, president and man- 
ager of the Miller Baking Company, 
denied that he was in any combine 
or had dictated the price his bread 
should be sold at by retailers. He 
seemed quite peeved, though, that 
there had been an indictment, and 
said that those connected with it, 
if there really had been an indict- 
ment. were a set of bums. He inti- 
mated the newspapers are responsi- 
ble for the trouble bakers are in. 

WEBER BAKING COMPANY. 

R. R. Weber, head of the Weber 
Baking Company. denied that he is 
in the bread combine. He savs he 
never Set the retail price of any of 
his bread, and didn't care whether 
it was sold or given away after 
he got his price for it. 

FAULTLESS BREAD. 


Cc. P. Brower, manager of the 
Faultless Bread Company, denied 
that there is a bread combine. He 
said that the Faultiess Bread Com- 
pany had never dictated the retail 
price of its bread so far as he knew. 
He said he was ready 
to tell all he knows about what he 
has done and what he expects to do 
in the future in regard to the busi- 
ness of this concern.

By Bringing Aqueduct Water 
and Disposal, 


And Opening Way for Subway

What effect would Santa Monica's 
annexation have on the three impor- 
tant questions of water, transporta- 
tion and sewage disposal? Any one 
of these questions is of more im- 
portance to Santa Monica than is 
the change of a few cents one way | 
or the other in the tax rate, or 
the question of whom we shall 
honor with official position. 

WATER. 


Annexation will give us a share 
in, and part ownership. of, the 
Owens River aqueduct supply. It 
will give us more water. better wa- 
ter and cheaper water. With an 
adequate water supply under gravity 
preasure, not dependent upon pump- 
ing machinery, we will get cheaper 
insurance rates. 

TRANSPORTATION. 


We are very much interested in 


having the subway built. A substan- 


tial reduction in the running time 
between the center of Los Angeles 
and our beach means millions to us. 
It will give us a permanent advan- 
tage over the southern nes 
Long Newport, etc. 

How can we get the subway built? 
The whole question is as to how the 
subway can be financed. We have 
waited ten years for the Pacific 
Electric to finance tt, and the way- 
down truth of the matter ts the 
prospects are not so“ good today as 
they were ten years azo. 

The way to get this subwny is tol 
do as New York City had to do to 
get its subways. Los Angeles city 
itself will have to bulld the sub- 
way and fhen lease out the use of 
it to the electrte railroad at an an- 
nual rental sufficient to meet the 

rincipal and interest of the city 
nds issued to meet the cost of 


Los es city can borrow the 
necessary money at a much lower 
rate of interest than the Pacifie 
Electric can. The public regulation 
of railroad fares and the competi- 
tlon with the automobile, both M- 
ney and private, have made men 
with money unwilling to invest ft in 
electric railroads, except at high 
rates of interest. Los Angeles city 
bonds, however, sell with an inter- 
est rate of 4% per cent., or less. 

Furthermore, if the city builds the | 4 
subway, the city will own it for all 
time, whereas, if the Pacific Electric 
Rallway builds it the railway will 
have the right to use the subway 
only during the life of the franchise, 
namely, fifty vears. This involves a 
terrific loss to the railway at the 
end of the franchise period, and is 
apother proof of the assertion that 
if the subway is ever built it will 
have to be financed by the city of 
Los Angeles. 

ow, as a part of Los Angeles 

city, we can be influential in having 
the city undertake this work. Our 
interests, and the interests of Los 
Angeles city in this matter, are mu- 
tual. As a part of the city we can 
urge the importance of the subway 
and offer to bear our part of the ex- 
pense, though in reality there may 
be no expense involved, for the an- 
nual rentals from the use of the 
subway may be sufficient to meet 
the principal and interest of the 
bonds. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

Our beach is befouled with our 
own sewage. As We grow more popu- 
lous conditions will grow worse. 
Beautiful Santa Monica Bay, which 
should be world-famous as a bathing 
beach, will look and smell most un- 
inviting. 

After years of discussion and ex- 
perimentation, one fact stands out 
clearly——we must dispose of our 
sewage elsewhere, some place where 
people are not invited to come to 
bathe. 

If we become a part of Los An- 
geles city our sewage problem can 
be easily settled. With proper pump- 
ine stations our sewage can be car- 
ried to Hyperion, where Los Ange- 
les city owns a mile of ocean front, 
and where that city’s outfall sewer 
now empties.

| INDUSTRIAL BOOM. 

Had anyone predicted, just after the 
war broke out, that the world agration 
which so effectually tied up the shipping of 
the globe would eventually be the means 
of advancing the marine interests of Los 
Angeles and Southern California by years 
he would have been laughed at. That, 
nevertheless, is just what the war is doing. 

No event wag ever more eagerly awaited 
by a community than was the completion 
of the Panama Canal by Los Angeles. The 
people strained every effort to get the outer 
_and inner harbors in shape to receive the 
great commercial armadas that were ex- 
pected to make use of the interoceanic short 
cut, counting the months until the canal 
should be opened. Everyone identified with 
the business and development activities of 
the city and section looked forward to the 
day of days when the barrier between the 
oceans should be severed and the ships of 
the world should come steaming through 
the new intercontinental waterway to the 
port of entry created by the genius and 
unending labor of Los Angeles. Ae 

No disappointment could ‘exceed that of 
the people of Los Angeles when, almost 
simultaneously with the opening of the ca- 
nal, there came the titanic upheaval that 
turned the world topsy turvy and swept 
whole seas almost clean of shipping. It 
was a bitter pill to swallow, the bitterer 
becausé much of the industrial develop- 
ment and general upbuilding of the com- 
munity had been carried out on the strength 
of what the Panama Canal and the enlarged 
port of Los Angeles were to mean to the 
future of the city and section. The mem- 
ory of it grew no sweeter, either, as the 
Kaiser, baffled in his original scheme of 
crushing his intended victims by a grand 
rush on Paris, began torpedoing everything 
afloat on the oceans, and the Pacific Coast 
became more and more deserted by ship- 
ping. | 

The final entrance of the United States 
into the lists against the “ruthless” enemy 
of civilization was what gave Los Angeles 
the real impetus to new and greater efforts 
to realize its far-reaching commercial as- 
pirations, but there is reason for believing 
that the awakening would have come any- 
how, sooner or later. Analysis of the situa- 
tion since the war started in 1914 affords 
food for thought. The reason Los Angeles 
was left so high and dry when the war 
spoiled all its plans for profiting by the 
completion of the Panama Canal is plain 
to see. 

Los Angeles had spent years preparing 
harbor facilities for the ships of other na- 
tions and other ports. When these mighty 
trading fleets were impressed into war serv- 
ice elsewhere and failed to show up, Los 
Angeles was left in the position of having 
a fine harbor, unsurpassed inland commu- 
nication to its waterfront and products ga- 
lore waiting to be shipped, but hardly any 
ships at all. The war, even before the 
necessities of full American participation 
almost literally drafted the Los Angeles 
harbor and Southern California industry 
into the national service, had taught us the 
valuable lesson that, if we would take a 
permanent, unassailable place among the 
maritime cities of the world, we must be 
builders and sailors of ships ourselves. 

Events in the fulfillment of the new and 
greater marine projects now unfolding have 
shaped swiftly in the past few weeks. A 
$5,000,000 shipbuilding plant and dry dock, 
enterprises that, excepting for the spur of 
necessity, might not have been started at 
Los Angeles Harbor in a decade, will be 
under way in a few days on the seventy 
acres of land on the west basin recently 
leased from the city by the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. This 
corporation will start work within sixty 
days on the first of eight huge steel vessels, 
each costing $2,900,000, to be built for the 
government. Other ships running into the 
millions in cost are being contracted for 
by private concerns. Twenty-five hundred 
men will be employed at the plant at the 
very start. No one could have dreamed a 
year ago that when Los Angeles started 


‘out in the shipbuilding industry it would 


begin operations on such a scale as this. 

Long Beach, which already had its ship- 
yards, now finds itself swamped with or- 
ders for vessels of every description. Never 
have the two adjoining harbors of Los An- 
geles and Long Beach witnessed such fever- 
ish activity. Industries of all kinds are 
shaping for both ports. Significant an- 
nouncements are expected any day of new 
waterfront enterprises that will astound the 
Southland by their magnitude. It is no 
longer a question of manufacturers waiting 
for the war to release ships from other 
ports. Bottoms bearing the proud legends 
LOS ANGELES and LONG BEACH will, 
within a year, be launched in large num 
bers to haul Southern California products 
to all the friendly nations of the world. Los 
Angeles will soon be docking ships of the 
largest draught in its own dry docks. This 
city and its neighbor city are henceforth 
to be maritime cities in every sense of the 
word. When the war does end and the 
armadas of commerce do begin crowding 
through the canal, the captains of the for- 
eign trading fleets will find here not mere 
ports of call and entry, but mighty harbors 
like those that they themselves call “home.” 
Nor are Los Angeles and Long Beach to 
be alone in maritime progress in this vicin- 
ity. Redondo Beach, which has long talked 
about creating the harbor that nature itself 
planned for it, is now going to quit talking 
and get to work. A syndicate of eastern 
capitalists with millions at their command 
has agreed to enter into a partnership agree- 
ment with the city itself for the develop 
ment of a port that will vie with that -of 
Los Angeles itself. With Redondo Beach 


it is all a question of utilizing the deep 
water basin that extends in close to its 
shores by building the necessary breakwa- 
ters and establishing landing facilities, of 
perfecting, in a word, the work it has start- 
ed but never finished. The city cannot pos- 
sibly fail, once it earnestly attacks the prob- 
jem.

‘ALIAN FOOD LEGISLATION. 

The United States Department of La- 
bor, in its monthly review for May, pre- 
sents some interesting statistics showing 
the method pursued by Italy in dealing 
with the food problems created by the war. 

Italy has not for many years produced 
sufficient food to sustain its population. It 


fats other than butter, which is sparingly 
used, its place in cooking being supplied 
by olive oil, the production of which so 
greatly exteeds its home consumption that 
in 1913 the exportation of oll amounted 
in value to $8,166,669. 

In addition to olive ofl Italy has been an 
exporter of rice, potatoes, macaroni, spa- 
ghetti, noodles, fresh vegetables, grapes, to- 
matoes, fresh and dried fruit, poultry, eggs, 
butter and canned vegetables. 

It has been an importer of grain. In 1913 

it imported 1,995,971 tons — 65,867,403 
bushels of wheat and 596,095 tons of corn. 
The deficiency in agricultural products in 
Italy is largely due to defective cultiva- 
tion, such as insufficient use of fertilizers, 
Bhallow, farming, preference for extensive 
in place of intensiye cultivation and neg- 
lect of intermediate cultures. Of late the 
government has tried to lessen and correct 
these defects. It has instituted lecture 
courses on systematic cultivation of the soil, 
and granted premiums and subsidies to agri- 
culturists willing to adopt scientific meth- 
ods of cultivation. 
Although Italy did not join the Entente 
Allies until May, 1915, its government took 
measures immediately after the outbreak of 
the war to secure the conservation of the 
supply of foodstuffs and raw materials. 
Among the first of these measures were de- 
crees of embargo on the exportation of va- 
rious commodities. 


A royal decree of August 1, 1914, pro- 
hibited the exportation of wheat. rye, oats, 
barley, rice, corn, flour, semolina, bran, 
ship’s biscuit, hay, straw, carob beans. cof- 
fee, sugar, cattle, fresh meat, live doves, 
and various industrial raw materials. A 
decree of August 6, 1914, added to these 
articles sheep. dried legumes, macaron!, sna- 
ghetti and other similar pastry goods, and 
hard cheese. Subsequent decrees of Octo- 
ber 28, 1914, and of January 31, February 
7 and May 6, 1915, prohibited the exporta- 
tion of preserved meats, potatoes, eggs, co- 
con. hogs, salted and otherwise preserved 
meats, food preserves made of foodstuffs on 
the embargo lists, chestnuts, poultry, fish 
ol! and fat, vegetable and animal fats, fresh, 
salted and preserved fish, fresh vegetables. 
oil seeds, acorns, and all products required 
for the feeding of animals, inclusive of 
milling offal and vegetable oll. 8 

The embargo decree of August, 1914. was 
followed by a decree of October. 1914, re 
ducing the import duty on all kinds of grain 
and breadstuffs, and in January, 1915, a 
decree was issued abolishing’ temporarily 
all import duties on grain and flour, and 
authorizing the Ministry of Public Works to 
adopt measures for the facilitation of rail- 
road transportation of grain and flour in 
the interior and to reduce the freight rates 
on these commodigjes to a minimum of 50 
per cent. Like authority’ was granted to 
the Ministry of the Navy with respect to 
freight rate reductions on grain and flour 
transported on subsidized steamer lines. 
and empowering it to order these lines 
to have their vessels make additional voyr- 
age out of schedule in case they are needed 
for the transport of grain to Italy. 

Among other measures adopted was one 
arranging for bank loans to he made to 
grain buying associations. another for the 
establishment of a unttorm type of bread.

The Italian government seems to have 
overlooked no measure that might conserve 
the food supply and lessen the cost thereof 
to the Italian people. Not all of its meas- 
ues may be advisable for the American 
people to copy, but all may be studied 
with advantage. 


N AVIATION PARK. 
If we are to keep abreast of the times 


secure vacant land for a new park some- 
where near the center of the city. The de- 
velopments of the present war have given 
a powerful impetus to’ aviation. Cross- 
country flights are becoming popular, and 
a society has already been organized in the 
East to pioneer an airplane route from New 
York to Les Angeles. 

It is proposed to construct airplane sta- 
tlons two or three hundred miles apart from 
coast to coast. At these stations there will 
be a proper field where the machines may 
alight, stores of gasoline and hangars where 
repairs to machines can be made. The 
wheels of mechanical progress are spinning 
with lightning rapidity, and it is not impos- 
sible that those of us who have reached 
middle age may yet live to see the airplane 
route bring as many tourists to Los Angeles 
as the railroads and motor cars combined. 

Ruth Law, the American girl who broke 
the world record for the number of miles 
covered by airplane in a single flight, con- 
tributed an interesting article recently to 
the Outlook—the genuine Outlook published 
in New York, not the nearsilk product of 
Rowell and Lissner—in which she dis- 
cussed the future of aviation. 

“Cities wil] find it necessary to include 
airplane stations in their plans,“ wrote Miss 
Law. “No modern city will be complete 
that does not provide for the air tourist. 
The great cities will have to make provi- 
sion for the fillers, who will seon become 
numerous enough to demand proper accom- 
modations.” 

Los Angeles is the premier tourist city 
of the western world. We have set a high 
standard, one that must be fully maintained. 
Aviation has advanced as far at the present 
time as was motoring fifteen years ago. 
Vacant space in the interior of the city 
has almost wholly disappeared. It may be 
just as well to begin to look ahead for the 
selection of a site for a tourist aviation 
station.

VOICES I HAVE HEARD. 


BY TOM FITCH. 

George Frisbie Hoar, himself an 
orator of renown, said that the se- 
cret of eloquence eludes every at- 
tempt to discover it. There have 
been natural orators who seem to 
have owed little to study. There 
have been a few famous speeches 
that were without premeditation. 
But the number of either is very 
small. NMoquence, like every other 
human accomplishment, is the re- 
sult of careful and laborious train- 
ing, and the best training is the 
reading of the Bible, Shakespeare 
and Milton. 

I have had many opportunities 
during the last sixty years of hear- 
ing the best orators of the country, 
and I am asked before I climb to 
my palace among the stars to record 
my remembrances of “voices that I 
have heard.” In doing so, in order 
to avoid any seeming unfairness in 
giving precedence to one orator over 


another, I shall attempt to classify. 


them alphabetically. 


It is a curious fact that there 
have been during the last sixty 
years few public speakers whose 
surname begins with the letter A. 
Neither Lyman Abbott nor Charles 
Francis Adams nor Mathew Arnold 
nor Louis Agassiz had the good for- 
tune to be heard by me and I can- 
not include them among the “voices 
I have heard.” The only A speaker 
whom I now remember as an orator 
was the Rev. T. H. B. Anderson, 
who preached and lectured in San 
Francisco when, as Pinafore says, 
“I was young and charming so many 
years ego.” 

Mr. Anderson was an orator who 
deserved a wider fame. His speech 
was always virile. In a lecture on 
literature he said: “Guard against 
desultory reading. Yellow-backed 
literature, poorly-edited newspapers 
and bad books are the curse of this 
age. A pyramid of such trash is 
only fit to be burned for a light to 


read a good author by. Read but. 


few books and learn them well and 
affectionate caressing will take the 
place of formal visits. We have too 
many books; some of them are a 
curse to the student and contempti- 
ble to the critic. When old age 
begins to assall the mind, legions 
of acquirements stretch themselves 
along the battlements of memory 
and dispute every inch of its ad- 
vance; and if there is a moment in 
man’s eventful life when he is grand 
it is when the treasures of the mind 
are seen resisting, with unrelent- 
ing vigor, the encroachments of de- 
cay as the pulses cease in the dead 
body. 


Of s oratorical B's — Baker, 
Booth, Blaine, Bingham, Banks and 
Beecher—the latter is entitled to 
rank as chief. Clean-shaven, high- 
browed, with a port like Olympian 
Jove, and a voice as powerful as a 
trumpet and as silver-toned as a 
flute, Henry Ward Beecher gave ut- 
terance to the following thoughts: 
“When the old chronology prevailed 
and it was thought this world was 
built about 6000 years ago, men had 
of necessity one way of looking at 
things: but now it is agreed upon 
all hands that we count the chro- 
nology of this world by millions of 
years. God whé dwells in eternity 
has time enough to build worlds 
which require millions of years. 
3 The child born in America 
is born into an atmosphere of ex- 
pectation. He is not out of the 
cradle before he learns that he has 
got to earn his own living; he is 
hereditarily inspired with the idea 
of money. When the boy grows into 
manhood the whole style of society 
tends toward intense cerebral ex- 
citement. He thinks in the begin- 
ning, ‘If I could only make myself 
worth a hundred thousand dollars I 
should be willing to retire from 
business.’ Not a bit of it. A hun- 
dred thousand dollars is only an in- 
dex of five hundred thousand; and 
when he has come to five hundred 
thousand he is like Moses—and 
very unlike him—standing on the 
top of the mountain and looking 
over the promised land, and he says 
to himself, ‘A million! A million!’ 
and a million draws another million, 
until at last he has more than he 
can use, more than is useful to him, 
and he won't give it away—not ‘till 
after his death. That is cheap be- 
nevolence. And the wealth accu- 
mulators want it suddenly. They 
are not willing to say, ‘For forty 
years I will lay gradually the foun 
dations and build the golden stones 
one above another.” They want to 
win dy gambling, for that is gam- 
bling when a .man wants money 
without having given a fair equiva- 
lent for it. And so they press na- 
ture to her utmost limits till the 
very diseases of our land are chang- 
ing. 


In 1860, as a reporter for the Mil- 
waukee Free Democrat, I had a seat 
on the platform at the Chicago Na- 
tional Republican Convention near 
to George William Curtis, who was 
a member of the New York delega- 
tion. In that convention a resolu- 
tion was offered to amend the plat- 
form by adding to it certain words 
from the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The resolution was voted 
down. Thereupon Joshua R. Gid- 
dings of Ohio arose from his seat 
and was passing out of the conven- 
tion. George William Curtis reached 
out his hand and sald, “Sir, where 
are you going?” Giddings replied, 
“Young man, I am going out of this 
convention, for I find there is no 
place in a Republican convention for 
an original anti-slavery man like 
me.” Mr. Curtis persuaded the vet- 
eran abolitionist not to go, and be- 
fore the convention concluded the 
Republican party declared, “No 
word, no deed. no sign should ever 
be made in a Republican convention 
that in the slightest degree reflected 
upon the honor or the loyalty of the 
men who took part in that conven- 
tion and upon their adherence to 
liberty.” This result was largely 
due to the speeches and the efforts 
of Mr. Curtis. Later he espoused 
the cause of civil service reform 
and was a favorite lyceum lecturer 
until 1884, when he bolted the nom- 
ination of Mr. Blaine and was 
dropped by the lecture bureaus. 1
